DIANA NON-SHRINK KNITTING, 
4-PLY 





START RIGHT!—BY USING THE WOOL RECOMMENDED! 




MAN’S SERVICE JACKET, “Hugh” design. 


MATERIALS :—14 ozs. DIANA Non-Shrink 
Knitting, 4-ply. Two No. 9 and two No. 11 
“BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles (or “INOX,” if 
Metal preferred), measured by the Beehive gauge. 
Two Beehive Stitch-holders. One 18-inch and one 
4-inch Zip-fastener. 

ACTUAL MEASUREMENTS Length from 
top of shoulder, 23 ins. Width all round at under¬ 
arm, 42 ins. Length of sleeve from under-arm, 
18 ins. 

TENSION:—7 stitches to the inch in width 
(not stretched) must be obtained to give a 
garment of the above-mentioned size. If, using 
the needles recommended, more than 7 stitches to 
the inch are obtained, needles a size coarser should 
be tried; if less than 7 stitches, then a size finer. 
Whatever the size of needles found suitable by 
the Knitter, it is absolutely essential that the 
fabric should measure 7 stitches to the inch. 



A piece of fabric knitted to the correct tension. 
RECIPE:—THE FRONT.—Using the No. 11 

Needles, cast on 104 stitches. 

1st row.- —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
end of the row. Repeat this row forty-two times. 
Using the No. 9 Needles:— 44th row. —K. 1, 
(increase once in the next stitch) three times, 

* P. 1, K. 1, increase once in the next stitch, K. 1, 
P. 1, increase once in the next stitch, repeat from 

* to the last 4 stitches, (increase once in the next 
stitch) three times, K. 1 (there should now be 142 
stitches on the needle). 

In the following'row K. 69, K. 2 togrrturm— 
Work on these 70 stitches as follows:— 

1st row. —K. 1, purl to the last stitch, K. 1. 
2nd row. —Knit plain. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows forty-five times, then 
the 1st row once. 

In 4ie next row cast off 7 stitches, knit plain to the 
end of the row. 


Decrease once at the arm-hole edge in every 
alternate row until 54 stitches remain. 

Work 47 rows without shaping. 

In the next row K. 42, slip the remaining 12 
stitches on to a stitch-holder. Continue on these 
42 stitches, decreasing once at the neck edge in 
every alternate row until. 35 stitches remain. 
Work 4 rows without shaping. 

Shape for the shoulder as follows:— 

1st row.- —K. 1, purl to the last 12 stitches, turn. 
2nd row. —Knit plain to the end of the row. 

3rd row. —K. 1, purl to the last 24 stitches, turn. 
4th row. —Knit plain to the end of the row. 
Cast off. 

Join in the wool and work on the remaining 71 
stitches as follows:— 

1st row. —K. 2 tog., knit plain to the end of 
the row. 

2nd row. —K. 1, purl to the last stitch, K. 1. 

3rd row. —Knit plain. 

Repeat the 2nd and 3rd rows forty-six times. 

In the next row cast off 7 stitches, purl to the last 
stitch, K. 1. 

Decrease once at the arm-hole edge in the next and 
every alterndte^row-until 54 stitches remain, ending 
with a pur.j/tow. Proceed as - follows:— 

1st row.-AK. 18, cast off 26 stitches purlways, 
K, 10. j 

2nd row.-/-K.l, P.9, cast on 26 stitches, P.17, K.l. 
3rd row/-— K. 18, Fr26, K. 10. 

Work 5 fow’s in plain, smooth fabric. 

Leave these stitches on a stitch-holder until the 
Pocket has been worked. 

THE POCKET. —Using the No. 9 Needles, cast 
on 32 stitches. 

1st row. —Knit plain. 

2nd row. —K. 1, purl to the last stitch, K. 1. 
Repeat these two rows twenty-four times. 
Commencing again on the stitches of the Front, 
K. 15; place the needle containing the pocket 
stitches behind the needle containing the stitches 
of the Front, with the right side of the pocket to 
the wrong side of the Front, and knit together one 
-Slitsb- from each needle thirty-two times, K. 7. 
Work 38 r T6W r kiirplainBsmooth fabric. 

In the next row K. 1, P. 41, slip the next 12 stitches 
on to a stitch-holder. 

Continue on these 42 stitches, decreasing once 
at the neck edge in the next and every alternate 
row until 35 stitches remain. 

Work 3 rows without shaping.

Shape for the shoulder as follows:— 

1st row. —Knit plain to. the last 12 stitches, turn. 
2nd row. — Purl to the last stitch, K. 1. 

3rd row. — Knit plain to the last 24 stitches, turn. 
4th row. —Purl to the last stitch, K. 1. 

5th row. —Knit plain to the end of the rowv 
Cast off. 

THE BACK.—Using- the No. 11 Needles, cast on 
104 stitches. 

Work exactly as given for the Front until the 44th 
row has been worked. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —Knit plain. 

2nd row. —K. 1, purl to the last stitch, K. 1. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows until the work 
measures the same as the front to the under-arm, 
ending with a purl row. 

Cast off 7 stitches at the beginning of each of the 
next two rows. 

Decrease once at each end of the needle in the 
next and every alternate row until 110 stitches 
remain. 

Continue without shaping until the arm-hole 
measures the same as the front arm-hole, ending 
with a purl row. 

Shape for the shoulders as follows:— \ 

1 st row. —Knit plain to t he last 12 switches, turn. 
2nd row.—Purl to the last 12 stitchks, turn. 

3rd row. —Knit plain to the last 24 stitches, turn. 
4th row. —Purl to the last 24 stitches, turn. 

5th row. —Knit plain to the last 35 stitWhes, turn. 
6th row. —Purl to the last 35 stitches, turn. 

7th row.- —Knit plain to the end of the row. 
Cast off. Sew up the shoulder seams. ! 

THE COLLAR.—Using the No. 9 Needles, 
with the right side of the work facing, join in the 
wool and knit the 12 stitches from the stitch- 
holder, knit up 16 stitches evenly along the right 
side of the neck; knit up 40 stitches evenly along 
the back of the neck, and knit up 16 stitches evenly 
along the left side of the neck and the 12 stitches 
from the stitch-holder (there should now be 96 
stitches on the needle). 

1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
end of the row. Repeat this row twelve times. 
14th row.— K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, P. 1, K. 2 tog.. 
(K. 1, P. 1) twice, IC. 1, K. 2 tog., P. 1, K. 1, 
repeat from * to the last 10 stitches, P. 1, K. 1, 
P. 1, K. 2 tog., (K. 1, P. 1) twice, K. 1. 

15th row.—K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, P. 1, increase once 
in the next stitch, (K. 1, P. 1) twice, K. 1, increase 
once in the next stitch, P. 1, K. 1, repeat from 
* to the last 9 stitches, P. 1, K. 1, P. 1, increase 


once in the next stitch, (K. 1, P. 1) twice, K. L 
Repeat the 1st row twenty times. 

Cast off loosely. 

THE SLEEVES.— Using the No. 11 Needles, 
cast on 64 stitches. 

1st row.— K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the 
end of the row. 

Repeat this row thirty-two times. 

34th row. —K. 2, P. 1, * increase once in the next 
stitch, (P. 1, K. 1) three times, P. 1, repeat from 
* to the last 5 stitches, increase once in the next 
stitch, (P. 1, K. 1) twice (there should now be 72 
stitches on the needle). 

Using the No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 
1st row. —Knit plain. 

2nd row. —K. 1, purl to the last stitch, K. 1. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th row. —K. 1, increase once in the next stitch, 
knit plain to the last 3 stitches, increase once in the 
next stitch, K. 2. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, increasing once 
at each end of the needle in every following 8th 
row until there are 100 stitches on the needle.. 
Work without shaping until die work measures 
18 inches from the commencement, ending with a 
purlrow. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —Cast off 2 siktches, knit plain to the end 
of the row. 

2nd row. —Cast off 2 sdtches, purl to the end of 
the row. 

3rd row. —Cast off 1 stitch, knit plain to the end 
of the. row. 

4th row.— Cast off 1 sdtch, purl to the end of 
the row. 

Repeat from the 1st to the 4th row until 40 stitches 
remain, then the 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP THE JACKET.— With a damp 
cloth and hot iron press carefully. Sew up 
the side and sleeve seams, joining the seams of 
each piece by sewing together the corresponding 
ridges (formed by the stitch knitted at each end of 
every row). Sew in the sleeves, placing seam to 
seam. Sew the short zip-fastener in pockc t opening, 
with the runner to the armhole edge. Sew the 
pocket linings in position on the wrong side. Sew 
the zip-fastener in position in the front opening 
as far as the decreasing at the collar. Turn back 
the collar. 

CL It is well worth while to devote special 
attention to this matter of “finish.” It can make 
all the difference to the final result!
